School Committee and Town 
Manager Have Busy Session 


The School Committee held a 
special meeting on Sept. 27th with 
the Town Manager and the Town 
Counsel. 


JANITORS 


‘The first item discussed with the 
possible service of one man as jani- 
tor for several schools, Mr. Wilbur 
Spanks has been chosen by the T M 
as a probable janitor for the White- 
field School, Maple Meadow School 
‘and the High School as a Second 
Janitor. The proposed pay is $1920 
for the first year, with a possible in- 
crease in later years. 


MAINTAINANCE 


The T M had an extensive list of 
work and repairs for the Maintain- 
ance Man, which he should have to 
do before leaving (on his leave). 
This brought up the discussion of 
policy regarding this type of em- 
ployee. 

Committeeman Lynch discussed 
the past history of Section 12 F of 
the Fowa Charter as it affected the 
School Committe. He spoke on pos- 
sible conflict, depending on inter- 
pertation of this section. 

Mr. Buzzell stated that this pos- 
sibility had been forseen by the com~ 
mittee which had prepared this 
charter for the vote of the town, 
but that the committee had expect- 
ed that the persons holding office 
would be reasonable aoe who 
wouldn't ldok for conflicts. 

Under a strict construction of this 
article, Mr. Buzzell stated, it could 
be argued that janitors take orders 
from the T M, but there is, of course 
the possibilities of the Superintend- 
ent, or the various principals having 
to give orders to the janitors, and 
this should be possible. 

Mr. Hartnett asked a question— 
supposing the School Committee 
leave of absence, can the T M over- 
rule this? 

Mr, Buzzell stated that under 12F 
the T M has control of the em, 
ployee and he can say to the em- 
ployee, “Stay on the job, or you are 
not an employee.” 


FUTURE BUDGET&EXPENSES 


In discussing the future budget, 
the Superintendent wanted to know 
if the Town Manager was to make 
up the School Department Main- 
tainance Budget. The T M stated 
that he would sit in with the Schoo! 
Committee, when they made the 
budget, and offer such help and sug- 
gestions as he was able.

This brought up another question. 
The Town Manager asked, if he 
is taking the responsibility of maia- 
taining the schools, could part of 
his salary come out of the school 
budget, and thus be reimbursed, in

The Communityy Fund, a worth while Wilmington Charity, 
has been conducting its annual drive for funds. 

At the same time, a little girl has been going around this 
town, on a private drive for funds. She is solicitmg money, tor 
her grandfather, who is ill. She wants to buy flowers for her 
grandfather. 

This is not the first time that this little girl has been around 
on this kind of errand. Shé has, at various times, solicited money 
for her grandmother, and sold chances on items such as bed- 
spreads, etc., none of which, to this paper's knowledge has ever 
been delivered to a lucky winner. 

Wilmington Charities take care of their own, The girl is well 
known to nearly all charitable organizations, churches, public 
welfare and the police. She has been given no encouragement, | 
by any organization. She has been told to stop. There is no need 
for the actions of this girl. Still, she continues, being misled, 
without doubt, by older persons. 

If this little girl comes to your home, give her nothing! To | 
do so is to continue to mislead her, into expectations of some- 
thing for nothing. Her operations, based on the well known 
appeal of a little girl looking for help, constitute a minor racket, 
and should be stopped. 


THE B &MRR 


Last spring, the temporary Town Manager, Mr. Deming, 
wrote a letter to the B & M in which he drew their attention to 
the conditions at the North Wilmington Railroad Station. Later 
the Crusader published a mild editorial on the same subject. 
Still later, the new Town Manager, Mr. Cushing, brought the 
attention of the railroad again to the North Wilmington Sta- 
tion, and finally, the Crusader published an editorial in which it 
forcibly pointed out the deplorable conditions. We were, we con- 
fess, a little angry. and we had reason to be so. 


Now, the B & M has caused several inches of fine crushed 
Stone to be placed in the boarding areas of the North Wilming- 
ton Railroad Yard. It is easier for the patrons of the railroad to 
board and get off trains now, easier than it has been for years. 
It is still more difficult than it is in Wilmington, or in Boston, 
but there is an improvement, and we don’t mind saying so. 


We almost are inclined not to be angry at the Railroad now, 
that is, until we think of what they propose in fares for Wil- 
mington, as compared with Woburn and Reading. The Rail- 
road proposes that we pay $7.00 for what should be only $6.23 
worth of ride, going by the standards set for those two muni- 
cipalities, 

Without doubt, the B & M will get an increase in fares. We 
believe it deserves an increase. But we cannot acquiece to the 
B & M charging more in proportion to customers, just because 
they come from Wilmington, than they do, on a pro-rata basis 
to other towns and cities. 


Pro-rata, a 12 ride ticket should cost $6.23, under the propos- 
ed rates and not $7.00 which is what the B & M hopes to get.

A ruling was asked of the Town 
Counsel on the manner of School 
Purchases. The Town Counsel ex- 
plained that the School Committee, 
through the Superintendent, made 
out the order, and specified what 
they’ wasted, and’ the T Ms!

Mr. Butler, in an opinion of the 
meaning of certain clauses in the 
charter stated that—if some work 
is an alteration, or an improve- 
ment, the meaning of the charter is 
perfectly clear, and the School 
Committee must be consulted.

bits, and small shellfish. When he 
finds a shellfish that he cannot open 
with his beak, he carries it up in the 
air, drops it on rocks below, and. 
swoops down to pick up the smash-~ 
ed bits. 

The Northern Raven is not only 
crude in his eating habits, but he 
also builds a rough-and-ready nest. 
The National Wildlife Federation 
describes it as a thick mass of heavy 
sticks measuring three to four feet 
across. Only at the center, where 
there is a deep hollow, does the 
Raven try to provide comfort. 
There he places a soft lining of 
such materials as fur, hair, moss 
and seaweed, In this spot are laid 
four or five large greenish eggs 
which are dotted with brown. 

After the young Ravens hatch 
and are old enogh to look around, 
they find themselves living in wild, 
rugged country. Their home may be 
anywhere from Greenland to Alas- 
}ka, or southward into a few parts 
lof the United States. Some Ravens 
lare to be seen in the state of 
Washington, and some in the east- 
ern states, down as far as Virginia, 


and occasionally to Georgia. Always 
they prefer lonely forests and 
mountains, wild ‘seacoasts, and 
rocky treé-covered islands. 

Like the spots which they in- 
habit, the Northern Ravens are 


stern and forbidding in every way. 
Huthan beings have nothing to fear 
irom them, but it is easy’to see why 
small creatures might hide in ter- 
ror as the black feathered. giants 
wheel in the sky and hoarsely cal?
